The Commodore Amiga ALZHA ships stock 
With a 2.59", 44-pin IDE HD, the same type 
COMMOnIY found in modern laptop computers. 


One thing that many People are not 
aWare of 15 that the Compact Flash 
{CF} connector i5 Pinout compatible 
With the IDE connector. This makes | 
it a trivial matter to adapt any 

IDE system to use CF in place of 
Conventional hard drives. 


For those of you unfamiliar with the 
terminology, CF cards are common in 
digital cameras, and can be 

PUrChHaSed in sizes up to AGE with a 
Price that i5 similar to HD pricing. 


Users of the IDE64 may note that 

it has been COMMON for several years 
among IBE64 users to use CF to IBE 
adapters on their IBE64 cards. 

YOU Were at the 26064 SHRAP expo, 

May have noticed Greg Macu using 
Such a setup. 


In the past, CF to IBE adapters were 5 : 
not very COMMON, Somewhat of an Obscure item, and as such Were expensive. 


I*d seen Compact Flash to IDE adapters on eBay.com for some time, but 
FeCently the price has PluUMMeted, and I finally found one for the low 
Price of $1.88! ¢buy it now option?}?,with $6.99 shipping. 


Since the total cost was roughly $8,and I happened to have a 125HE 
Compact Flash card just laying around, I had to try this hack. 


It took a week for the IDE to CF adapter to arrive, as it was shipped 
from a vendor in the UF. 


Installing the CF to IDE adapter is a Simple matter:

Open the Amiga ¢(Harning, this volds your warranty. } 

Femove the existing 2#.3"" IBE HE. 

Install a CF card in the IBGE to CF adapter. 

Install the IBE to CF adapter in it’s Place. 

Hrap the IBE to CF adapter assembly in some sort of Plastic to avoid 
Shorts. I used clear packing tape. >} 

Close the Amiga 

Use HD Toolbox to format the CF card. 

Install an OS ¢€1 use Scalos} 


here are MANY bene FITS to this hack, a few of Which are: 


Cheaper media. 2.2 IDE HDS are expensive, 

Feduced heat. The CF card puts out almost no heat, especially in 
COMParison to an HE. Users of accellerator cards should especially 
APPreciate this benefit. 

Reduced Power Consumption. lf you have a few add-ons, this should 
help alleviate any power load issues you have. 

Smaller “footprint™. —- The entire IPE to CF assembly, card included, 
takes up less space than the original 2#.5" IBE HD.

Once the installation was complete, the CF card came right up in HBTools, 
Just aS if it was a convetional HD. IT used a i2f5HB CF card, making two 
36 HEB partitions. The system now boots from Poweron to the workbench 
SCreen in less than 3 seconds.
